For some time past a ‘‘ butter and. 


margarine’’ controversy has been w 

at the weekly meetings of the Belfast 
Board of Guardians, o are advocating 
the use of butter imstead of margarine 
in the workhouse. The Ministry of 
Home Affairs stated some days ago that 
there was no need to supply pure butter, 
as there was as much, if not more, fat 
in the composition of anaes the only 
difference being that the latter contained 
no vitamins, and that was of no 
importance to the adults.‘ This state- 
ment has just been contradicted by two 
doctors who say that vitamins in food 
are absolutely necessary to adults and 
children alike. 

The question is still in abeyance, but 
some interesting facts have come to light 
as a result of the debate. For instance, 
take the prisons! All prisoners, apart 
from those who are serving sentences of 
seven days or less, and during the first 
week of sentences ex ing seven days, 
but not exceeding four months, got 34 ozs. 
of margarine a week; while convicts, 
contempt of court prisoners, debtors, 
prisoners awaiting trial, and offenders of 
the first and second division, got 7 ozs. 
weekly. There is, of course, a special 
prison hospital diet, and real butter is 
used there in such quantities as are 
thought advisable by the medical officers.

The Essayist’s Charm. 


The charm of Hazlitt is of two kinds; 
the more enduring is, perhaps, his 
unrivalled aptness in rich and appro- 
priate quotation; he beats Lamb out- 
right in that faculty; he starts by 
it, fox most of us, hares that led us 
in the most delicious company through 
the most various landscape; and he 
humbles the arrogance of our memory. 
Is it to him or to Sir Edmund Gosse’s 
daughter that our State examinees owe 
the absence of the ‘‘ quote question ’’ 
from this year’s papers? But his more 
appealing charm to me lies in his 
pugnacity, where every weapon from 
irony to iron itself is brought to play; 
where one glows to face him; where one 
anon feels a new warmth of solace to 
know him by one’s side. Not much read 
of recent years, he is one of the most 
acute and stimulating of the English 
critics and communicates through the 
vigor of his style a mighty gusto. If Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald has made him ‘‘ swim 
into our ken’’ by air, he has done no 
unthankworthy deed. 


Al Woman's Jealousy. 


During the Viceroyalty of Lord Grey 
of Codnor, in the fifteenth century, 
Viscount Baltinglass and several of the 
chief Anglo-Irish conspired to capture 
Dublin Castle and seize the Lord Deputy. 
The greatest secrecy was observed, and no 
more than two of the conspirators ever 
met at a time, yet all their precautions 
proved fruitless. 

The wife of one of the principal men 
implicated in the plot was of a very 
jealous disposition, and suspected that a 
letter which has been delivered for her 
husband might refer to an intrigue ‘with 
another lady. She asked a relative to 
read it to her, who, being in the English 
interest, notified the Viceroy of its 
contents. 

As a result forty-five persons were 
executed at Dublin in 1581, including the 
Baron of the Exchequer, and Viscount 
Baltinglass only escaped a like fate by 
fleeing to Spain.

“A Soldier.” 


Accosting me early one morning in the 
street, a friend asked me: “ Would you 
eat a soldier for your breakfast?” I 
impressed upon him that I had not yet 
included cannibalism among my accom- 
plishments, and was not of the opinion 
that a military man would prove a good 
subject to experiment upon, urging his 
cultivated aggressive tendencies and 
ac ee toughness. Then I was en- 
ightened. ‘‘A soldier ” is a fish, the 
gaudy Norway haddock, whose reddish 
colouring struck some imaginative pur- 
veyor of nick names as resembling the 
tunic of Tommy Atkins. The Norway 
haddock is not extraordinarly delicate 
eating ; or perhaps the cook was not well 
up in the ways of dealing with it. Nor 
it is a haddock; it looks a gunard, and, 
@ rare thing among fish, it does not 
deposit eggs, but is viviparious, and 
brings forth upwards of a thousand small 
fry at a birth. Apropos, there seems to 
be an increase in the consumption of fish 
in the city; though, I believe, that the 
country parts are still shy of “ the finny 
tribe.’’ Certainly, no one would believe 
that in the early days of the introduction

PRE-EMANCIPATION CATHOLIC 
ASSOCIATIONS. 


‘Pre-Emancipation Catholic Associations” 
was the title of an address delivered by the 
Very Rev. P. Canon Monahan, P.P. He said 
that towards the middle of the eighteenth 
century events were oecurring at home and 
- abroad, which had a marked effect in lessen- 
ing the rigours of the Penal Laws in Ire- 
jand. At home most of the fair-minded Pro- 
testants who were witnesses of the unjust 
persecutions of their Catholic fellow-country- 
men were filled with feelings of shame and 
humiliation. During the first few years of 
(George the Second’s reign the Penal Laws 
were administered with extreme rigour, but 
the very cruelty of their administration 
brought about a reaction against them. 
Bishops and priests carried out their sacred 
administrations wherever they could find a 
place of refuge, free from the attentions of 
spies and discoverers. One of the most 
iamous places of refuge in Ireland was Cook 
street, in Dublin, whose inhabitants welcomed 
and proteeted persecuted priests. — i 

In 1743 John Fitagerald, priest of the 
Diocese of Meath. was after celebrating Mass 
in a house in Cook street that was erombling 
into ruins, when the building collapsed, an 
the priest and nine members of the congrega- 
tion were crushed to death, while others were 
mortally injured. Even intolerant bigots 
stood aghast at such a tragedy, and the 
rigours af the Penal Code were gradually 
mitigated, In March, 1744, an EO were 
allowed to be opened in Dublin, an ually 
& similar concession was exte w the 
whole country. A new Viceroy, Lord Ches- 
terfield, infased a new spirit inte the govern- 
ment of this country: he protected Catholic 
chapels and worshi yt 

Abroad, the “' Wid Geese.”’ who had flown 
fiom Ireland and landed in France, were 
active. Nearly half a million Irish soldiers 
enlisted in the services of France from the 
Treaty of Limerick. 1691, to 1745. In 1745 
there were seven Irish regiments in France, 
which ‘was then at war with England. Three 
of these took part in the battle of Fontenoy. 
Their valour and heroism were so conspicuous 
that, not only did they fight and conquer 
their foes, but they pte oked the memorable 
imprecation of George II. on the Penal Laws; 
“Cursed be the laws which deprive me of 


such subiects.”’ 

Dr. Curry, of Dublin; Mr. Charles 
O'Conor, of Ballinagar; and Mr. Wyse, of 
Waterford, did great things in their day. 
and earned the gratitude of all lovers of 


religious freedom. 


THE RELIEF BILL.

10th of January, when the Irish Parliament 
met, a clause was added to the King’s speech 
and commended to be read. he Irish 
House of Commons were requested to apply 
themselves to. such measures as might be 
most likely te strengthen and cement a 
general union of all classes and descriptions 
of His Majesty's subjects in support of the 
established Constitution. 

IRISH LEGISLATION. 

_ In obedience to the royal mandate a 
Catholic Relief Bill was introduced into the 
Irish Parliament, and passed by large 
majorities in. Houses, receiving e 
Royal Assent in April, 1792. This Relief Act 


removed many Catholic grievances, but it. 


fell short of real emancipation, Catholics 
could heneeforward record their votes for c: n- 
didates at Parliamentary elections, but the 
candidates must be Protestants. All Catholics 
were excluded from Parliament. 


In 1814 Danie] O'Connell came prominently 


before the country. He had succeeded the 
veteran John Keogh in the leadership of the 
Catholic cause some years before, and now 
advocated an active and forward policy. He 
appealed to all Irish Catholics to put an end 
to their dissensions and unite in favour of 
Catholic Emancipation. How he succeeded 
other speakers would tell. They would tell 
them about the establishment of his Catholic 
Association and of its wonderful success. 
They would tell about the loyalty and devo- 
tion of the Irish people everywhere to 
O’Connell, and to the great work in which 
he was engaged, They would tell particul- 
larly of the fearless sons of the Banner 
County of Clare, who openly recorded their 
votes for O'Connell, Emancipation and free- 
dom. The speaker added that he willingly 
joined in giving his small tribute of praise 
to the brave Dalcassian Clans. He recalled 
what gallant Claremen did for faith and 
fatherland on the plains of Clontarf under the 
leadership of Brian the Brave, and he trea- 
sured the memories of Clare’s Dragoons; 
treasured, too, the memories of fifty years’ 
friendship with the illustrious prelate, the 
spiritual chief of the Dalcassian Clans, who 
honoured them by presiding over their meet- 


ing. 
THE CHAIRMAN, 

The Right Rev. Dr. Amigo, thanking the 
lecturer, explained his nervousness at pre- 
siding at the meeting and introducing a per- 
son who was well known to every Catholic 
in Dublin. It had been a great pleasure to 
him to be able to join in the celebrations, 
and he was thankful to the members of the 

eis acy for the kindness shown to 
him. Dr. Fogarty had been unable to pre- 
side at the meeting, but probably, said His 
Lordship, he has gone Bs to Clare to fight 
another election for Dan O'Connell. (Laughter) 
The Catholics in England and Ireland in the 
eighteen century were simply ignored; they 
were too insignificant to be thought of, but 
here in Ireland they now had a mighty 
Catholic nation as a result of the splendid 
fight put up by the people. 

They had heard with great interest all that 
Canon Monahan had said about Protestant 
ascendency. To-day they were not going to 
speak about that ascendency. He disagreed 
with Canon Monahan when he said that Eng- 
lish Catholics were in favour of the veto on 
the appointment of the bishops. English 
Catholics absolutely repudiated the idea of 
letting any Protestant Government have any- 
thing to say in the appointment of the 
bishops. All Catholics were anxious to get 
emancipation, and all had worked hard to 
bring about the happiness they felt at the 
present time. 


A DEBT OF GRATITUDE. 

“I have come to Jreland because I feel 
that we, the Catholics of England, owe you 
in Ireland a very deep debt of gratitude. The 
Catholics in Ireland, through their suffering 
for the faith, secured for us the liberty that 
we have in England,’ added His Grace. 

He was grateful to the memory of Dan 
O'Connell, for all that Dan O'Connell did 
not only for Ireland, but also for England. 
If it had not heen for Dan O'Connell and the 
Catholic Association in Ireland, they would 
never have been able to get emancipation. 

“I hope,” said the Bishop, “that next 
Sunday we shall have glorious and beautiful 
weather—not Irish weather—(laughter)—but 
really fine weather in order to have the High 
Mass in the open air, and also the procession 
of the Blessed Sacrament, to which we are 
all looking forward.” 


NIGHT MEETING. 


SPEECH BY ARCHBISHOP 
PISANI. 


The Pope’s message to the Irish Hierarchy 
and people generally in connection with the 
celebrations of Catholic Emancipation was 
read by the Most Rev. Dr. McRory, Arch- 
bishop of Armagh and Primate of All Ire- 
land, at a meeting in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, last night. 

The reading of the message was received 
with cheers and prolonged applause. 

On the arrival of the Prelates at the 
Mansion House the assembly rose in a body 
and cheered loudly as the distinguished 
clergy moved towards the platform. Arch- 
bishop Pisani was accompanied by the 
Primate, who took his arm, and as the pro- 
cession moved up the aisle the gathering sang 
‘The Song for the Pape. 

Mr. James McNeill, the Governor-General, 
and Mrs, McNeill were on the platform. 


THE ARCHBISHOP OF ARMAGH. 

Dr. McRory said :—This is the last of the 
evenings of this ever-memorable week, but 
it is by no means the least. We have kept 
good wine until now, for on this evening, 

in the words of one of our greatest 
pee “There's wine from the Royal Pope."’ 
Loud applause.) In a few minutes it will 
be “ ie to read for you a letter of 
Our Most Holy Father Pius XI., addressed

In it, too, he 
authorises me to bless solemnly, in his name, 
and by his authority, the vast multitude that 
will assemble on Sunday next in Phoenix 
Park—{applause)—and to impart to all a 
plenary ind on the usual conditions 
of the Church. And, finally, as a mark of 
his affection, he imparts to the whole Irish 
Hierarchy and their flocks, the Apostolic 
Benediction, 

THE BEARER OF THE LETTER. 

And to enhance the favour conferred u 
us on this occasion, Our Holy Father has 
sent specially all the way from Rome a very 
distinguished Prelate, His Grace op 
Pisani, to be the bearer of this letter, His 
Grace richly deserves an Irish welcome 
(Loud Cheers.)

Clenaghan te read his paper. He said that 
Father A. Clenaghan was áil President 
of Bt. Malachy's College, Belfast, and was 
now a parish priest of Carnlough. 


FAITH AND LANGUAGE. 


“Faith and Language ” was the title of 
the address in Irish given by the Very Rev, 
J. Clenaghan, B.A., B.D., B.Ch., P.P. In 
the seventh century, he seid, there were 
three literary languages in Euro reek, 
Latin and Irish. Language and the faith 
had always been bound closely together in 
Ireland. It was in Irish that the first 
Gospel was preached in Ireland; for when 
St. Patrick and his apostles found a pagan 
language in the land they baptised it as they 
had baptised the ancient schools of learning ; 
they purified it; they Christianised it. They 
left it more vigorous and impressive; they 
ennobled it ond made it more capable of 
dealing with ecclesiastical questions. Jt was 
then that the language began its spiritual 
life. It was in use with clergy and laity 
when Ireland was far-famed, It was the 
speech of saints and scholars when they 
were praising God or discussing philosophical 
questions, anachies, poets and musicians 
used it to stir up the kings and princes to 
deeds of valour.. 

When the Normans settled in the land 
they soon began to use the language and the 
customs of the country. They became more 
Irish than the Irish themselves, but the real 
battle between Gael and Gall started when 
the principles of the Reformation were in- 
troduced into this country in the sixteenth 
century. The Irish language was a rampart 
of defence. Even the Penal Laws prevailed 
not against such a rampart of faith and 
language. The propagators, however, soon 
learned their lesson, and they took to 
teaching the new doctrines in the native 
language. They translated the Bible into 
the Irish and began to teach it far and wide. 
Trinity College was their beacon light. An 
Irish Chair was established there. But 
despite all these efforts they were doing very 
little harm. ‘The people in general were true 
to the old faith, with the exception of a few, 
who were, maybe, burdened with a family 
and starvation; but it was avarice that ruined 
these few. 

THE NATIONAL SCHOOLS. 

A further altempt, said Father Clenaghan, 
was made against the faith about a century 
ago, when the national schools were estab- 
lished. The enemies of the Chureh had 
learned that there was no use in attacking 
the faith openly. The way would have to 
be paved carefully and secretly. The plan 
was to kill love of the native tongue and 
love of Ireland in the first place. In the 
meantime they thought that the hold on the 
faith would be weakening. Three-fourths of 
the country were Catholic when the National 
Education Board was established, but on it 
the representation was two Catholics to five 
Protestants. This was the usual type of 
Protestant justice. All these latter, he held, 
would have been satisfied with godless 
education. They had an ingrained hatred 
of the tongue; they hated the faith of the 
people with diabolical intensity. 

Faith and language were in danger at that 
time, but there were not wanting heroic men 
to stand in the gap. He recalled Dr. Doyle, 
Bishop of Kildare, better known under his 
nomede-plume, “J.E.L,''; Archbishop Hale, 
‘* The Lion of the West ”; Dr. Crolly, Arch- 
bishop of Armagh, and later Cardinal Cullen. 
All these men, with the writers in thc 
Nation, did their best for the faith and the 
langauge, but success only came when the 
yaelic League was formed to galvanise the 
pe into action from end to end of the 
and. 

Looking back on the conditions that existed 
when he was at schocl, Father Clenaghan 
said that the teacher was blind of one eye, 
and the pupils were also blind of one eye. 
They had one eye on London and England 
and the Empire, and the other eye was 
closed. They did not see Ireland at all. 
There was an enervating breeze continually 
blowing on them from England, that was dry- 
ing up their patriotism. They were learning 
unresistingly the lesson :— 


“I thank the goodness and the grace 
That on my birth have smiled, 

And made me in these Christian days . 
A hapoy English chijd.”’ 


THE NATIONAL ANTHEM. 

In the second class of that school they 
learned by heart the National Anthem on 
(Jueen Victoria. He could remember only the 
first lines, but they were quite enough : 


“(od bless our gracious Queen 
Who ‘ules from shore to shore! 
Long may she reign!” 


““No sin, of course,” said Father Clenag- 
han, “- to pray for the Queen of England.” 
But they were quite convinced that there was 
no lady on the wide earth so queenly and 
generous as she. In the school books they had 
stirring poems on Nelson and Trafalgar, on 
Wellington and Waterloo,on Kempenfelt and 
the inking of the Royal George. That was 
the food that was placed haloes them for 
consumption every day in school. 

it was hard for them to believe to-day 
how lightly the chains of slavery were being 

éssed upon the minds of young and old, 
Tne Gaelic League was founded to break 
those chains, and, as Daniel O’Connell taught 
them their strength in politics, so the Gaelie 
League taught them that they could save 
themselyes from Anglicisation if they set 
about it in the right way, Light was brought 
to them; they were inspired and encouraged, 
and brought to realise the priceless treasure 
that was near being lost in their language. 

Irish was indeed a sacred tongue, When 
talking English one was shy of mentioning 
God or holy things; but when ple were 
meant Irish together, one would think that 
the angles of God were hovering around listen- 
ing to the conversation, In the Irish, little 
prayers were alWays slipping out in the con- 
versation, Every salutation was a blessing. 

In conclusion, Father Clenaghap said that 
in the Irish they wanted to have nothing to 
do with bad or godless literature. Such 
would come from time to time, no doubt. It 
would come as the baekwash from the bad 
training received in the schools under the 
National Board, and from the bad training 
they were now getting from the Northern 
Ministry. It would come owing to the con- 
tinual fight that went on between this world 
and the powers of Heaven. But Jet them not 
be discouraged. The work was sacred—'' To 
save the soul of our country with God's help 
and to extend the Kingdom of God.”’

It should be added that the Percy Fund, 
contributed after his death by his friends in 
Ireland, as well as in England and Scotland, 
amounted to £1,000, and in addition to 
supporting the bed in Willoughby, will 
provide two scholarships for children outside 
the Home. It was a matter of regret to all 
that Sir Charles Beharrel, who had acted as 
the Chairman of the fund, was un- 
avoidably detained at another meeting and 
could not be present. 

Among those present were Lady Percy, 
Miss Doreen Percy, and Mr. Desmond Percy. 
The last-mentioned, it is interesting te know, 
is leaving in a few days for South Africa in 
the interests of the Baird International Tele- 
vision, of which his father was a director, 
and expects to be away for about four 
months.

RENT RESTRICTIONS IN FRANCE. 


From Revurer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 
The Senate, after debating the Rent Re- 
strictions Bill voted by the Chamber of 
Deputies, to-day confirmed the Chamber's 
decision to deprive foreigners of the benefits 
of the bill, 
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not so often aping other languages, that was 
due to the Gaelic League. (Applause.) 

“I would go much further,” said His 
Grace, ‘‘ and say that if there is a Parliament 
in Dublin to-day, it is due to the spirit of 
self-respect and patriotism and independence 
that was nurtured afid called forth by the 
Gaelic League.” (Applause.) 

THIRTY YEARS OF HISTORY. 

In the thirty years that followed 1829, the 
Archbishop _continued, more than twenty 
Irish Land Reform Bills were introduced into 
the British House of Commons and every one 
was rejected. In the same. thirty years 
thirty-five Irish coermon bills were intro- 
duced, and every one was passed, and, rer 
these things proved that the victory of 1 
was neither the beginning nor the end of 
Catholic. Emancipation, it remained true that 
that victory did call for a Catholic celebra- 
tion. It was the end of a long, dark 
and tragic night, and it crowned 
with victory the heroic struggle of O’Connell. 
By admitting Catholics to Parliamest—end 
in that way admitting them to a share in the 
making of the laws—it opened the way for 
the progress that had followed. 

For these reasons, even though it was 
neither the beginning nor end, said His 
Grace, it deserves the glorious celebration ne 
Ap- 
plause.) 

JOY MODIFIED. : 

There is just one consideration that is 
calculated to modify our joy, and it is that 
in one part of the country Catholics are not 
yet enjoying the full fruits. We have griev- 
ances, His Grace continued, in the matter of 
pppeintnents and preferments, but I would 
like to say that there are in the Six Counties 
very many honest, decent and even generous 
Protestants, who are ready at all times to be 
fair to Catholics ; but while that is so, espe- 
cially in official circles, we do not get the 

referments and appointments that even- 
handed justice would demand. Then we have 
a grievance in the matter of elementary edu- 
cation 

The fact was, the Archbishop continued, 
that in no respect that he could think of did 
the Education Act of 1923 better the condi- 
tion of Catholics, while in some serious 
respects it worsened it grievously, Before 
1923 they could, while retaining their mana- 
gerial system, get two-thirds of the expenses 
of a new school. Now they could not get a 
penny since 1925 unless they abandoned their 
Manageria! system and went under a com- 
mittee. 
THE TRANSFERS OF SCHOOLS, 

If it be replied, continued His Grace, that 
it is the same for Protestants, I say that 
Protestants have never clung like Catholics 
to the managerial system, and those who 
made those laws were well aware of it. As 
time passes more of the Protestant schools 
will be transferred, and it is being said that 
at present a measure is contemplated that 
will enable them to be transferred, so that 
Protestant schools will be supported by 
Catholics as well as Protestants. e do not 
know whether that is likely to be, but I 
would like te os Ae all we want is justice, 
fair play, and that where Protestant schools 
are being supported we demand that Catholic

The debate was resumed on the 
stage of the Finance Bill. i 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, met- 
tioned an amendment, proposed by Mr, Flinn 
(F.¥., Cork Borough), providing that on and 
after August Ist next entertainment duty 
would not be charged or levied on payments 
for admission to any entertainment which, on 
application by the promoters, had been cer- 
tified by the Minister for Education, or other 
authority recognised as competent by the 
Minister for Finance, to bein the actual effect 
on those taking part in or witnessing same, 
as predominantly educative. 

r. Blythe stated that the amendment 
would "gs accomplish the purpose for which 
it was designed. It would be impossible to 
draw a line where dramatic entertainments 
were concerned and to state which were or 
were not predominantly educative. He in- 
stanced the Cork Shakespearean Society, and 
stated that, while the entertainment was 
educative, it could hardly be called ““pre- 
dominantly educative’’ as far as the audience 
were concerned, as they went more for enter- 
tainment than for education, And it could 
hardly be called ‘* predominantly educative ”’ 
from the players’ point of view either, ag the 
educative side was virtually exhausted before 
the actual pociormence during the study of 
the play. sides, if they granted exemption 
to the Cork Shakespearean Society they would 
have to grant it to the performances of Mr. 
Anew McMaster and to the performances of 
the plare of Goldsmith and Sheridan, and 
eventually to the Macdona Players. In fact, 
virtually any decent play was educative, and 
the difficulty was in finding what degree 
justified the adjective ‘‘ predominant.’’ 

Mr. FLINN said that he aceepted the 
Minister’s statement in the spirit in which it 
was made, but he did not agree that it was 
mone to discriminate. There would be 
difficulty about border-line cases, but had 
the Minister approached the Department of 
Education, or any other body whose judgment 
hé would be prepared to accept, and asked 
them could they furnish a criterion? There 
were educational authorities who did not hesi- 
tate to speak of the educative values of cer- 
tain dramatic entertainments. The President 
of University College, Cork, had described 
the Cork Shakespearian Society as in the 
highest degree educative. The burden of 
proof would be on the promoters of the en- 
tertainment, who were prepared to assume it. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Berough), 
supported the amendment, and said that he 
did so for reasons he had given on a previous 
occasion. They had in Cork very fine cul- 
tural institutions. The arguments used 
against the amendment might be used against 
the subsidising of the Abbey Theatre in 
Dublin. He asked the Minister to take into 
consideration the really wonderful cumulative 
educational work that institutions like the 
Cork Operatic Society, Drama League, and, 
not least, the Cork Shakespearean Society 
were doing.

: ) encouraged, were meet- 
ing with great discouragement, and 
the end of their season were 
faced with, for them, a _ relatively 
serious financial loss. He thought it would 
meet the case if the Minister would be rre- 
pared to allow an indemnity against such loss 
by those secieties. It was within his know- 
ledge that the British Government had given 
exemption to certain concerts of the Gaelic 
League. He thought that the amendment 
was not asking for too much. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.) urged 
that exemption should be allowed to all plays 
produced under the auspices of school or 
educational authorities. Jlassical plays, or 
plays in languages other than English might 
also be exempted, He also asked the Minister 
to consider the exemption of performances by 
amateurs; that would cover the case of the 
Cork Shakespearean Society. 

Mr. BLYTHE said his difficulty in 
approaching the matter was that there were 
no border-line cases. It would be difficult to 
decide what were amateur performances, He 
understood that school performances were 
exempt. Mr. MacEntee had raised a new 
point in asking for the exemption of plays 
in other languages than English, and he 
would look into that matter. 

Mr. FLINN said that he would not press 
the amendment at this stage, and asked leave 
to withdraw it,

REMOVAL AND DETENTION 
OF DOCUMENTS. 


In moving the insertion in the bill of 
Sections 30 and 31, which deal with the re- 
moval and detention of documents, 

Mr. BLYTHE said that Section 30 made 
it clear that Section 26 of the Finance Act, 
1926, included power authorising officers of 
Customs and Excise to inspect and take 
copies or extracts from documents, and to 
remove any such documents. _ 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin County) said 
that his party were prepared to concede such 
powers, but when an officer of the Revenue 
Commissioners acted outside the law they 
were not prepared to condone that illegality 
and to indemnify him. He on not, approve 

king the power retrospective. 

“ BLYTHE said that, as doubts had 
been raised in a parallel case, they felt it 
necessary to make clear that the Revenue 
officers had power to remove documents. 
There never had been any question of litiga- 
tion against the’ Commissioners for removing 
documents. “The only intention of the Com- 
missioners was to inspect documents where 
they had strong suspicions, and then to take 
away the documents when they found their 
suspicions justified. or 

' Mr, GOOD (Independent, Dublin County) 
said that it was possible that, if certain docu- 
ments were taken from a particular individual 
or company, business might be held up. This 
applied particularly to shipping documents. 
This was not wise legislation, and he was 
not prepare to give the Revenue Commis- 
sioners such powers as were sought. The 
Minister did not say in the clause that docu- 
ments could be taken only in certain cireum- 
stances. The Minister spoke about extreme 
cases, but, added Mr. Good, ‘‘ until we meet 
these extreme cases I, for one, am not going 
to give these extreme powers to the Revenue 
Commissioners.” 

Mr. BLYTHE said that, as a matter of 
fact, these powers had been in existence for 
a considerable time, but doubts had been 
raised in regard to the interpretation of the 
Statute. In regard to Customs these powers 
had been exercised before now, so that there 
was nothing new about them. 


BOOKMAKERS IN PRISON. 


Mr. MacENTEE said that there were book- 
makers who had been imprisoned for indefinite 

riods owing to non-payment of exceedingly 

eavy fines under the Betting Act. In manv 
of these cases, he said, the families of the 
bookmakers concerned were destitute, their 
homes broken up and their business ruined. 
Men had been fired £125 whose whole capital 
did not total that. The scale of penalties 
should be revised. 

Mr, ANTHONY urged that the penalty 
should be made to fit the crime. In 99 per 
cent, of the cases the orm | penalty was 
altogether ont of preportion to the capacity 
of the person to pay. As in every other 
business there were small men and big men, 
and while some might be able to pay the 
full amount the fine should have relation to 
the ca p- of the offender to pay. 

Mr SL IER, oe, that the whole matter 
was extremely difficult, especially owing to 
the way in Which bookmakers ne inclined 
to “take a chance." He intended 
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Mr. MacENTEE—But for a definite

MINISTERS CONSIDER TAX 


PROPOSAL PREMATURE. 


Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) moved an 
amendment that all mechanically-propeiied 
vehicles whose motor power was electricity 
derived from a storage battery affixed to 
the vehicles, whether as hackney carriages 
or for the conveyance of merchandise, he 
£1 per vehicle. He said that he was in 
no way prompted Mr, Drumm’s inven- 
tion, of which the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce gave some encouraging sccount 
the other day. Last year the Minister for 
Finance had expressed sympathy with the 
suggestion now made. 

Vehicles driven by electricity had been 
introduced into Berlin, and the English Post 
Office had placed orders for a big number 
of delivery vans so driven for use in London 
and Leeds, In America the use of such 
vehicles was also on the increase, whilst 
Signor Mussolini had ordered that there 
should be no taxation of any kind on any 
such vehicles, although Italy had a big 
motor manufacturing industry. In the 
Saorstat up to the present they had no 
more than five of these vehicles. 

The primary cause for his amendment was 
that in view of the Shannon scheme, it 
would be vastly more satisfactory to have 
transport based on a native power and not 
on an imported fuel. Petrol was much in 
the hands of trusts, and the price of it was 
changed by arbitrary methods. Even the 
British Government was unable to do any- 
thing in the matter of controlling the price. 

If the amendment was passed he did not 
expect an immediate demand for electrically- 
driven vehicles. He understood that in- 
terested manufacturers visited the Saorstat 
last year to ascertain whether facilities 
would be provided by the Minister, but they 
did not fy much encouragement, 

Mr, BLYTHE said that the pro would 
affect a very small number of vehicles. There 
were five in the country—three of which were 
commercial vehicles and taxed atthe six 

und rate. He objected to the amendment 

cause it was premature, and he could not 
agree to a rate of one pound. If there were 
an increase in the number of electrically- 
driven vehicles they could not fix the tax at 
as low a rate as one pound. 
THE SHANNON SCHEME, 

The Road Fund was for road maintenance, 
and it would be necessary to charge some 
reasonable rate. They had hopes that there 
might be a great increase in such vehicles as 
the result of the invention which had been 
mentioned. If that came about they would, 
undoubtedly, have to consider the position of 
electrically-propelled vehicles. 

Mr. BRISCUE (F.F., Dublin 8.) said that 
they should be all anxious to promote the 
use of electric current. If the Drumm inven- 
tion materialised and the railways were elec- 
trified there would be an under-production 
from the Shannon Scheme. 

Mr, McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that he had heard some- 
one pleading that the Opposition’s proposal 
would be suitable and useful to the Shannon 
Scheme. No figures were given, and all sorts 
of absurd statements were made as to over- 
production and under-production of electri- 
city. He hoped to give an opportunity quite 
soon to discuss the final cost of the Shannon 
Scheme and then they might get that point 
about over-production and under-production

charging time, the cost of lighting, of fuel, 
price of the Shannon current in comparison 
with the price of petrol, then the reduction of 
the tax on the vebiele is not going to matter. 
If there is ever a battery invented that will 
allow of electrical traction on the roads im- 
mediately, then, if I were Minister for 
Finance, I would look to those vehicles as a 
considerable source of a new reyenue, because 
they would be getting fuel so cheaply by way 
of the Shannon that they would be quite 
properly an si of further taxation.”’ 
THE DRUMM INVENTION, 

Mr. FLINN hoped that the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce had not been too 
rosily optimistic in regard to the new battery 
which was now under experiment. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—Did I ever say any- 
thing about this battery in regard to car 
traction? 

Mr. FLINN—I gatherd from the Minister 
that this battery, as far as he envisages it, 
is going to be more suitable for railways 
than motors. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the matter had 
been considered by an inter-Departmental 
Committee, which had dealt with ‘bus traffic. 
That Committee recommended that the 
Government should give preference to 
electrically-propelled motor vehicles, by 
charging something like half the rates on 
vehicles driven by petrol, The Government 
postponed consideration of the proposal, 
because it was felt that they were on the eve 
of considerable new development in connection 
with tr rt. The Civil Servants who made 
that recommendation had no notion of the 
invention in whieh the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce was interested, — 

There might be no need to give any assist- 
ance to electrically-propelled vehicles. On 
the cther hand, it might be that some assist- 
ance should ven. Government 
believed that it was better to have home 
power used instead of power that was im- 
ported, subject, of course, to the sacrifice of 
the Road a FR If gus had a have 
prospects 0 , they wou ve 
accepted — recommendations é the Com.

At the Chesters sale, on Thursday, im- 
portant sections of Hadrian’s Wall were 
withdrawn at £6,350. The fact that no 
buyer came forward is rather surprising 
when we consider the enormous prices that 
rarities of all sorts command to-day. 
Hadrian’s Wall admittedly was conceived 
for military purposes, and not as a work 
of art, but it has the merit of being 
unique.

Emancipation, 
The solemn honours for the centenary 
of Catholic Emancipation will culminate 
to-morrow in the Phcenix Park. Naturally 
and rightly, Dublin is in festive guise. 
Alike in its immediate and in its later 
results the Act of 1829 must be regarded 
as one of the greatest events—perhaps, 
the cardinal event—of Irish history. It 
was a permission to vote and to sit in 
Parliament, and the causes of that per- 
mission were not less momentous than its 
consequences. The issue was thrust on 
the British Goyernment by the challenge 
of Daniel O’Connell and of the Catholic 
Association and by O'Connell’s election 
for Clare. Under this pressure—re- 
inforced, however, by the enlightened 
opinion of many outstanding Protestants 
in both countries—a Conservative Govern- 
ment was compelled to sanction a policy 
that was hostile to its instincts. 
O’Connell’s success meant a vastly larger 
triumph for Roman Catholic Ireland than 
the mere removal of existing disabilities. 
In the Clare election the peasants had 
broken the power of their landlords, and 
O’Connell’s return to a House in which 
he could not sit had sealed the doom of 
the old ascendancy. The Act of Emanci- 
pation assured the event which came forty 
years afterwards—the end of an Estab 
lished Protestant Church in Ireland. It 
assured also the rise of the old Nationalist 
Party at Westminster, and the labours 
which settled the once voteless peasantry 
in the ownership of their farms. Less 
directly, but not less certainly, Catholic 
Emancipation helped to create a new 
Dominion of the British Empire. If any 
Irishman may claim the title pater patria, 
that man is the inspired demagogue whose 
statue to-day, on O'Connell Bridge, is 
wreathed with flowers. 
As Dublin’s decorations show, Irish 
Protestants understand and share the 
feelings of their Roman Catholic fellow- 
countrymen. Few of them kick against 
the pricks of history or sigh for the days 
when their religion was a material asset.

Beet Sugar. 
The recent dispute between the Irish 
beet-growers and the directors of the 
Carlow beet factory was recalled yester- 
day, when the second meeting of the Irish 
Sugar Beet-Growers’ Association was held 
in Carlow. It will be remembered that 
the original contract, which covered the 
first three years of the factory’s activities, 
provided for a price of 54s. per ton for 
sugar beet, and this amount met with the 
approval of most of the growers. At the 
end of the stipulated period, however, the 
company announced that contracts would 
be renewed with the growers at the rate of 
44s. per ton, as the reduction in its subsidy 
from the Free State Government pre- 
vented it from maintenance of the 
original scale of payment. The growers 
refused to accept this proposal, and 
several months there were more 
less heated arguments between 
the two parties to the dispute. The 
com-any aiter great ado agreed to 
increase its price by one shilling per ton, 
and for several weeks it refused to in- 
crease its amended offer of 45s. The 
growers, however, refused to budge, and 
finally, on the morning of Easter Sunday, 
the company increased its offer by a 
further shilling, and the representatives 
of the growers accepted this figure. At 
yesterday’s meeting Mr. W. H. Cobbe, 
chairman of the Association, declared that 
in his opinion the persons who accepted 


for 
or 


the new price had acted rashly. His 
view seems to be shared by a 
number of other beet-growers, but it 
is a satisfactory sign that, in spite 


of this divergence of opinion, the members 
of the Association are holding together. 
During the last twelve months the 
Association has gained 715 new members, 
and its total membership now numbers 
5,792, or some 92 per cent. of all the 
growers of sugar beet in Ireland. If 
the growers had not had an organisation 
of this kind, they would have been com- 
pelled to accept whatever terms the 
Carlow company might have chosen to 
offer them; but, by virtue of the fact 
that they were organised, they were able 
to obtain an additional 2s. per ton for 
their beet—a concession which represents 
an additional £1 per acre, or about 
£15,000 per annum for the beet-growers. 
The establishment of the beet sugar 
factory at Carlow has cost the Free State 
taxpayers a considerable sum of money, 
and, in view of the heavy subsidy, it is 
essential that the project shall succeed. 
To that end, solidarity among the growers 
of sugar beet is most important. After 
all, the Carlow factory is a business con- 
cern. Its directors naturally will try to 
buy their raw materials at as cheap a rate 
as possible, and the growers will have | 
nobody but themselves to blame if they 
fail to make a reasonably good bargain 
for the next season. We are glad to note 
that a proposal has been made to approach 
the Agricultural Credits Corporation with 
a view to the establishment of co-opera- 
tive credit societies throughout the beet- 
growing counties.” At present the growers 
are forced to seek advances from the beet 
sugar factory, but the existence of co- 
operative societies would make them 
independent of outside support.

THE SCHOOL TEACHEBS' 


PENSION FUND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The muddle of the Teachers’ Pen- 
sion Fund has got to be faced: it is a legacy 
from English misrule which will work mis- 
chief until it is settled, and the country 
should do so at once, and generously, If 
the teachers made mistakes when complica- 
tions began, we must remember that in those 
days they were up against the most astute 
jugglers with figures in Europe, and that 
the English Treasury never hesitated to cheat 
us if it could do so plausibly. It is not fair 
that a later generation of teachers should 
be made to suffer. Let us pay, and make a 
fresh start with a clean sheet. 
We have paid, and are paying for, millions 
sent up in flames by our super-patriots in 
the birth-pangs of our liberty, and are not 
yet ruined, and this concession is not the last 
straw that will break our backs. On the 
other hand, and looking at it from the most 
material point of view, I can imagine few 
things more harmful to our national pros- 
pects than to have the whole body of our 
teachers going about their work under a 
sense of legitimate resentment. 
They are the most useful people in the 
country, and will be more so when they are 
better fitted for their profession by rational 
training. We cannot hope for that happy 
consummation until the fifty years have 
elapsed which have to be wasted whilst 
working schools make up their minds to 
adopt reform; but in the meantime, there is 
not a school in the country where work. 
such as it is, will not be better done, and 
the children benefited, if our Government 
rises to the occasion.

DUBLIN TRAFFIC. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Smr,—A great deal has been said about the 
congestion of traffic in Dublin. If the situa- 
tion were properly handled, there would be 
practically none, as really the amount of 
vehicles in our capital is not very huge. The 
principal cause of congestion is the trams. 
At a cross-street the ingoing and outgoing 
trams pull up at the near side, so that nothing 
can proceed until they move on. The late 
Traffic Inspector Winter argued with me that 
this arrangement was necessary, as otherwise 
the guard on point duty would have no con- 
trol over these cars, but I pointed out that 
there was not a pointsman at every cross- 
street. 

The trams should not be allowed to have 
stopping places within at least 120 yards of 
hot“ other. An example of the many bad 
regulations for these vehicles may be seen at 
the north-west side of St. Stephen’s Green. 
The waiting tram going north blocks traffic 
going to South King street, Grafton street 
and North St. Stephen s Green, whereas, if 
it, went round the corner, only one way would 
be barred. I would appeal to the authorities 
to take this matter in hands and alter the 
regulations for the trams. Circular routes — 
i.e., one-way  travelling—where possible, 
would be advantageous. While on this traffic 
subject. I would call attention to the signals 
of the Guards. Some of them lift their hands 
too slowly, making « driver think for the 
moment that he is to pull up, whereas the

It is not pro- 
posed to introduce during the July 
sittings any of the measures of im- 
portance which Ministers have in contem- 
plation. These are reserved for the 


-autumn sittings of Parliament. 


Both Houses will meet on Tuesday next 
for the swearing-in of members, The 
King’s Speech will not be read until the 
following week, when the formal opening 
will take place. 
As the King is unable to open Parlia- 
ment in person, a Royal Commission, 
headed by the Lord’ Chancellor. Lord 
Sankey, will act for him, and will read 
the King’s Speech. :

The court 
at Satkania is knee-deep in water, which 
is damaging the public records. 

‘It is reported that a village on the 
banks of the Dolu River at Satkania has 
been washed away, and a report from the 
Chittagong hill tracts states that bazaars 
on the riverside have been swept away 
and, that shopkeepers have taken refuge 
ip the trees. 

Many. corpses and furniture have been 
seen floating by, and several trains on the 
Assam-Bengal Railway have been sus- 
pended. 

A RUINED HARVEST. 
COMILLA (BENGAL), Thursday. 

A vast area stretching like an inland sea 
from Subarnapur westwards is under 
water. Crops are invisible,, and. harvest 
prospects are non-existent. The people in 
the flood district have mostly deserted 
their homes: and taken refuge in the high- 
Jands. Paddy rice and fodder have been 
destroyed at Abhoyasram. 

Workers have taken up relief work, but 
it is humanly impossible to achieve much 
for . the distressed, and the pros- 
pects are gloomy for labourers. Only 
those holding relief tickets are engaged by 
the irrigation department at eight annas a 
day to repair breaches in the embankment 

As a result of a breach in the Kathalia 
district embankment the road is under 
water for more than five miles. and the 
train service is dislocated. The mail 
service at Tripura has been stopped for a 
a owing to the condition of the 
roads.

The Pope’s message to the Most Rev. 
Dr. MacRory, Archbishop of Armagh and 
Primate of all Ireland, and to the other 
members of the Irish Hierarchy, in con- 
nection with the Catholic Emancipation 
Centenary celebrations, was read-by the 
Primate at the great meeting: in the 
Dublin Mansion ‘Honse last ‘night. ‘The 
Pope’s words were frequently applauded, 
and at the close the audience cheered for 
several minutes. i 

The text of the message is as follows :— 

“Prius XI., Pore: — 

“Venerable Brethren—Health and 
Apostolic Benediction. 

‘* We have learned that a very auspicious 
event is soon to be celebrated in Dublin— 
the centenary of the happy achievement 
of religious liberty by Catholic Ireland. 
As there is question of a matter of such 
great importance, so intimately connected 
with the. progress of our Faith, you have 
conceived the excellent purpose of meet- 
ing in Dublin together with what is 
expected to be a vast assemblage of the 
faithful, in order that Christ, the King 
of Peace, hidden beneath the Eucharistic 
veils, may there be borne with the 
greatest solemnity in public procession, 
for nothing in your celebration of the 
victory of the Holy Church can be more 
excellent than publicly to profess your 
fidelity to Christ Himself, who is King 
of Kings and Lord of Lords, to adore 
Him with canticle and prayer, and to 
honour Him with grateful. hearts. 

Considering the religious fervour of 
which the Irish people have always given 
such a shining example, there can be no 
doubt that in the future also they will 
generously and earnestly respond to the 
gifts of Heaven. We who, as the common 
father of all, rejoice exceedingly in the 
joy and gladness of our children, partici- 
pate with extreme pleasure in your great 
celebrations, by means of this letter which 
will be delivered to you by our venerable 
brother. Peter Pisani. Titular Archbishop 
of Constano, who will himself give ex- 
pression to our great and special 
benevolence (already well known to you) 
towards the Irish people. 

““We would earnestly commend to your 
kindness this distinguished prelate, who 
has already worthily discharged other im- 
portant commissions. i 

““In order to add greater solemnity to 
the occasion, and to inerease its spiritual 
fruits, we authorise the Archbishop of 
Armagh, in our name and by our 
authority, to bless all present, extending 
to them a plenary indulgence on the usual 
conditions required by the Church. 

‘Meanwhile, as a pledge of Divine 
favours, and as a mark of our affection. 
we lovingly impart to you, venerable 
brethren, and to the whole flock committed 
to each of you, the Apostolic Benediction. 

“Given at Rome, at St.. Peter’s, on the 
18th day of June, in the year 1929, eighth 
of our Pontificate.

ANNUAL MEETING OF 
GROWERS. 


DISCUSSION ON PRICES,

The second anmhal general meeting oí the 
lrish Sugar-Beet Growers’ Association was 
held yesterday in the Town Hall, Carlow. 
Mr. W. H. M. Cobbe, Chairman, presided, 
and there was a good attendance of deletion. 
representative of ten counties. 

The Chairman said that 715 new members 
had been admitted during the past year, and 
that 1,305 shares had been allotted. 
total number of shares taken up to date was 
7,780, and the total number of members (in- 
luding participating. members). was 5,792. or 
92 per cent. of.all growers. The balance sheet 
showed that, after providing for every ex- 
pense during the season. there remained £740 
in cash and assets and £316 14s. paid-up capi- 
tal, which was invested in the National Loan. 
The Chairman then detailed the negotiations 
which had taken place in connection with the 
price of bect, and said that during that 
strenuous period the members oí the Associa- 
tion, and farmers generally, stood Jovally 
behind the Association. The action of a 
small section of farmers who signed contracts 
with the factory against the advice of the 
Association made great difficulties for the 
Committee when negotiating for an increase, 
and undoubtedly* encouraged. the directors to 
give a smaller price. He thought that the 
members who voted to accept the 4s. ayree- 
ment made an error of judgment. They could 
undoubtedly have held over for a day or two 
longer to enabie all the members to consider 
the matter. At the same time, growers must 
realise that only for the efforts of the Associa- 
tion they would never have obtained a 2s. 
increase, which meant nearly £1 per acre over 
the original offer, or about £13,000 more for 
the growers. 

Mr. Green. (Kildare) said that the decision 
as to the price could not have been delayed, 
as the Chairman suggested. Mr. J. Donoghue, 
Kilkenny, said that on the Ist of April they 
had to make up their minds to grow either 
Leet or some other crop. He was not satis- 
fied with the price offered, but they had to 
consider the. life and future of the 
Association, Following further  discus- 
sion by several other members, 
the Rev. P. MHipwell, P.P., said that 
it was characteristic of Jrishmen to make 
differences amongst themselves, and it was 
also characteristic of them to compose their 
differences; so he hoped that they would 
compose these differences, and, if the Associa- 
tion could still hold the growers, he would 
be pleased. 

Colonel Fagan proposed—‘‘ That the Asso- 
ciation approach the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation with a view to the formation of 
co-operative credit societies throughout the 
beet-growing area, and that the Association 
use all its influence to foster such societies, 
so that farmers need no longer be dependent 
on the Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company 
for advances for fertilisers, etc.” 

On the proposition of Mr. Roche, the re- 
solution was referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Michael ‘Doyle svygested that the 
meeting adopt a resolution in favour of a 
flat. rate for the carriage. of beet on the 
railways. 

The matter was 
Executive Committee.

TUREE KILLED.

MONTREAL, Thursday. 

The Hon. John Cyril Carnegie Jervis, 
the son and heir of Viscount St. Vincent, 
the son and heir of Viscount St. Vincent, 
was killed with two companions in an 
aeroplane crash here to-day. 

Mr. Jervis, who was aged 31, was a 
captain in the King’s Roval Rifles, and 
was aide-de-camp to Lord.

The Press Association states that Cap- 
tain Jervis served with distinction when 
he held the rank of Captain in the King’s 
Royal Rifles, gaining the Military Cross.

‘This total does 
not include a. further shrinkage in ths 
membership of: the national banking 
system of 110 banks accounted for by 
mergers with other national banks. 
Within the last six months 79 national 
banks, with aggregate resources of two 
and three-quarter billions, have passed 
under State supervision. 


THREE REASONS. 


Three principal reasons are given for 
the trend from the national to State bank- 
ing systems. The first is that national 
banks are not permitted to invest their 
funds in stocks. “State banks are finding 
it profitable to invest in common stocks. 
Secondly, the Supreme Court of the 
United States, in a recent decision, held 
that national banks consolidating with 
State banks are not permitted to take 
over trusts administered by trust com- 
panies and State banks without the con- 
sent of the local State Courts, which have 
authority over the trusts. This is re- 
garded as a serious impediment of 
national banks, which have been given 
the right to act in a fiduciary and trust 
capacity. The third reason is that the 
banks prefer their own State supervision. 
particularly of the trust business, to 
national supervision. 

In .the tremendous movement towards 
mergers of banking ‘institutions it has 
been found advantageous in many cases 
to operate under State charters. How 
extensive this movement—a comparatircly 
recent development—is may be judged 
from the fact that more than one hundred 
bank mergers took place during one 
quarter of the present year. Of these 
forty-two’ mergers alone involved total 
assets of twelve billion dollars. 


The development during the last two 
rears of group banking, as distinguished 
from branch banking, and the increasing 
number of bank mergers under trust 
company charters are factors which cause 
Controller Pole to declare that the time 
is opportune for a reexamination of the 
basic structuré of the entire American 
banking system, with a view to the 
formulation of a new banking policy to 
meet present-day cortditions. The exten- 
sion of group banking has kept.pace with 
the spread of chain stores. Preservation 
of the national banking system js re- 
garded as. highly. desirable, in order that 
the Government may .liave an agency to 
serve as .an-. instramentality for the 
enforcement of - Federal fiscal. policies.

PRISQNERS FOUND 
GUILTY. 


DEATH SENTENCE ON 
MAN AND WOMAN. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE AND A 
JURY.) 


Yesterday, in the Central Criminal Court, 
Dublin, the trial was concluded of the case 
in which Annie Walsh and Martin Joyce were 
charged with the murder of Daniel Walsh, 
the husband of the woman prisoner, at Ros- 
muck, on May 30th, 1928. th were found 
guilty and sentenced to death. 

Mr. ©. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. George 
Moonan (instructed by the Chief State Soli- 
citor) prosecuted. 

Mr. M. D. Fawcett (instructed by Mr. P. 
O wrady) appeared for Annie Walsh. 

Mr. Brereton Barry (instructed by Mr. H. 
MacDermott, Galway) appeared for Martin

Ir. Justice O'Byrne, in charging the jury 
said that he desired at, the closing phase o 
this most important, case to express a special 
word of recognition of the unremitting care 
and attention with which they had followed 
the evidence from the beginning. It had 
occupied a long time and involved many ele- 
ments of no uncommon doubt and difficulty, 
and the jury had shown that they devoted fe 
it unflagging attention. The jury were the 
custodians of a great responsibility between 
the accused persons and the State. Every 
ordered community was based upon the re- 
cognition of the fact that crime must be pun- 
ished. It was a recognised principle of the 
law that it were better that one, two or 
three persons who were guilty should go un- 
punished than that even one innocent person 
should be penalised and punished. This 
made it all the more important that the jury 
should have earnest regard to the great obli- 
gations placed upon them, and remember that 
if they entertained a reasonable doubt they 
shonld give the accused the benefit of that 
doubt—which, however, should be of such a 
nature as they would apply to the exercise 
of their own important business affairs. 
Reference had heen made to the circum- 
stance that there had existed an intrigue he- 
tween the two accused, but that was a matter 
which should not -nter into their considera- 
tion if the one question, whether or not the 
accused, or either of them. had been guilty 
of the crime of murder. His lordship then 
reviewed the evidence. 


A OISTINCTION. 
It was to be borne in mind, he said, that both 


prisoners had made statements to the police, 
and the testimony that was applicable to one 
of these accused might be found not to be 
applicable to the other. The circumstances 
were for the jury to consider and determine 


upon each of them. It was for them to form 


their judgment on the facts, remembering 


that there were two questions to be con- 
sidered. Did Daniel Walsh meet his death 
accidentally, or was he murdered? If they 
were not satisfied that he was murdered, that 
was at ance an end to the case; if, on the 
other hand, they found that he was, in fact, 
murdered, then it was for them to consider 
whether his death was brought about by the 
accused or either of them. 

His lordship pointed out the grave signifi- 
cance of the statement of one of the children 
that in the morning her mother and Joyce 
came back and that her mother’s dress was 
wet and draggled and soiled. Yet the accused 
maintained in her statement and evidence 
that she had never left the house at all that 
night. Martin Joyce, the accused, had 
made one very significant observation when 
spoken to about this crime, ‘‘ What can they 
say to me, when they did not see me do it?” 
His lordship then read the statements made 
by Annie Walsh and her evidence in her own 
defence, in which she first said there was 
nobody with her husband when he left for 
Oughterard, which she varied subsequently 
in its most material aspect. Referring to the 
statement of Martin Joyce, the jury would 
notice that he described leaving the house 
with Daniel Walsh on the night he was 
drowned, that he parted with him, and did 
not see him again alive, and further said; “I 
was not with Daniel Walsh when he died.” 
The jury would take into aceount all the cir- 
cumstances as detailed in the case for the pro- 
secution and those arising in the course of 
tha defence, and must ask themselves was 
the death of Daniel Walsh, if not accidental, 
brought about by both or either of the ac- 


cused. 
The jury then retired to consider their 
verdict. 


THE VERDICT. 


After an hour’s absence the jury returned 
and asked a question as to in what pocket 
the deceased man carried the bottle of 
whiskey which was found on him. 

His lordship repeated the evidence that had 
te given on that point, and they again re- 

ired.

The motor car had been ht 
by a man from America to be used while 
in this country, and before leaving for 
America again he sold the car to the defend- 
ant, the car to be delivered to him in 
Ballaghaderreen after a certain time. The 
car was afterwards brought to the defendant 
in Castlerea by some relatives of the man 
from America. 

The plaintiff was riding a motor cycle 
when the collision between it and the motor 
car took place.
